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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks do not overcome the final 
rejection. With respect to the rejection under 112 second paragraph. Examiner still believes that the limitation is indefinite. The 
explination provided by the applicant does not reflect the limitation as claimed. For example, there is no language in the claim to specify 
that a different tilt context value follows the tilt context value maintained for loner than a set period of tme. It is not clear to the examiner 
how the different tilt can be detected and be different from simply returning the device to the flat context value. In other word, the different 
tilt context could be simply the tilt created from returning the device to flat position since there is no mimimum time for mintaining it. With 
respect to the argument presented by the Applicant related to claim 5, the examiner believes that because claim 5 is indefinite and can 
be broadly interpreted, the cited combination fairly reads on the invention as claimed, for example, examiner believes that the zero tilt 
disclosed by Thomas is equivelant to the flat context value of the claimed limitation. With respect to claim 9, Examiner disagrees with the 
applicant that Lands does not discuss changing the orientation of an image based on the orientation of the device. In fact, since the tilting 
of the display device affects the image by changing the paging, brightness and zoom modes; then the tilting of modes is changing the 
orientation of the image. Similar responses can be applied to the remarks related to claims 10, 12, 14 and 31-33.
